ble for most farm fires, it us- 
ually causes more serious fires and 
greater destruction in rural -areas 
than any other cause of farm fires. 
Fires from other causes can often be 
checked at the start, but the light- 
ning fire usually results in a com- 
plete loss. 

Both copper and iron are suitable 
for. lightning conductors, but since 
the resistance of iron .to the flow of 
electric current’ is© about ten times 


that. of copper it is plain that to be 


effective, iron rods would have to be 
so heavy that they are cut of the 
question. Copper is resistant toe ex- 
posure to the weather and also to a 
great extent to corrosion in the ,soil 
so long as it is free from ammonia. 
Due to. the presence of ammonia, 
manure should never be allowed to 
pile up around a copper lightning 
rod. ; 

All connections or joints in cables 
must be carefully made and there 
should be as few as possible. A cop- 
per clamp is dependable when prop- 
erly hammered down so as to make a 
joint which meets the regulations of 
the Lightning Rod Act. 

The purpose of lightning rods is to 
conduct electric charges from light- 
ning to the ground, therefore the 
ground connections are the most im- 
portant part of a lightning rod sys- 
tem. 

Conductors shou!d be brought down 
in as short a line as is convenient, 
taking care to avoid any sharp bends 
in the rod as this is not considered 
good practice. 

The important thing about ground- 
ing the rods is to make sure that 
every ground rod is always in con- 
tact with permanently, moist earth. 
Various means are used for making 
the hole into which the ground rod is 
pushed, but, however it is done, the 
rod should be pushed into the groynd

Weather vanes cr the ornamental 
glass globes often feen on lightning 
rods are of no value and should not 
be put on, 

To complete a rodding system for 
a building, it is importent to connect 
all metallic parts of the: building, 
such as metal roofs, ricge caps and 
eave troughing as well as the hay 
track, fo the main conductors of the 
system, Standard weight copper ca- 
bles should be used when mating 
these connections. Silos should also 
bé protected, the conductor from the 
point on the silo being run to a sep- 
arate ground, or where convenient it 
may be connecied into the“tonductor 
going down a corner of the karn. 

Metal covered kuildinzs can be pro- 
tected without the use of a continu- 
ous conductor along the ricge, but 
ground rods should be installed at 
two or more corners, the upper ends 
of these rods being securely connect- 
ed to the roofing sheets, Points 
should be installed along the ridge of 
the roofs of such buildings and on 
projections, each point being secure- 
ly connected to the metal rcof. In 
such installations the metal of the 
roof acts as a conductor between the 
points. It should be mentioned that 
ihe effectivencss of grounds depend 
very largely on the soil, In a clay 
soil it is not difficult to get a good 
ground, but in open soils, such as 
sand cnd gravel it is often necessary 
to use more grounds than in clay soil; 
also it mcy he necessary to goto 
considerably greater depths than is 
necessary in clay in order to secure 
grounds of sufficiently low resistance 
to pass inspection.

WARNS VACATIONISTS OF 


RAW MILK DANGER 
The Health League of Canada, 
through its General Director, Dr. 


' Gordon Bates, has issued an appeal 


to summer vacationists and travel- 
lers to carefully investigate the 
source of supply of the milk they use 
this summer, 

“Although they know, or should 
know, that unpasteurized milk is a 


germ carrier and a fine culture medi- | 


um for virulent disease bacteria, 
jnumerous vacationists and travellers 
this summer most likely will neglect 
to make sure their milk supplies are 
safe,” Dr. Bates said. ‘They will not 
take the trouble to check whether 
the milk they obtain from farms, 
lunch rooms, restaurants or hotels, 
and other sources is safe—safe be- 
cause it has been pasteurized. 
“Most of these persons are resi- 
dents of urban centres where pas- 
teurized milk is delivered to their 
homes every Cay. For 49 or 50 weeks 
cach year they are portected—know- 


ingly or unknowingly—against milk-! 


borne diseases. Then for their short 
‘Vacation period they throw all pre- 
| caution to the winds and order milk, 
| not knowing, and evidently not car- 
ing, Whether it is pasteurized,” 

Dr. Bates said he wishes to em- 


|phasize that just one drink of con-| 


| taminated raw milk could cause a 
|person to become ill, He said raw 
milk can contain germs which cause 
such crippling or death-dealing dis- 
|eases as typhoid fever, undulant fe- 
| ver, bovine tuberculosis, septic sore 
, throat and dysentery. 

“So why should anyone take a 
}chance on unpasteurized milk,” Dr. 
|Bates asked. “If the commercially 
pasteurized variety is unobtainable 
| people can pasteurize their own milk.

WINNIPEG—One of Canada’s best 
ambassadors of goodwill is coming 
back into the swim of things. 

Scientists know him as amphiodon 
alosoides, To gourmets he’s a de- 
light; they brave the somehow re- 
proachful glare of a prominent eye 
ringed with gold when he appears 
on a plate. 

He's the tasty goldeye. Menus us- 
ually list him under the trade name 
of “Winnipeg goldeye”’, for the fish 
first was processed, dyed and smoked 
in a Winnipeg plant 

Goldeycs are widely but spottily 
distributed. They've been found as 
far south as Louisiana, as far north 
as the Northwest Territories, and in 
Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
Manitoba's lakes are the principal 
source. 

The catch has shown wide varia- 
tions, In 1947, 78,800 pounds were 
taken in Manitoba. The 1936 catch 
was 541,000 pounds. The Saskatche- 
wan catch varied from 4,000 pounds 
in 1938. to 19,300 in 1943 


Meantime, Lake Claire in the 
Wood Buffalo national park area of 
northern Alberta, 500 miles north of 
Edmonton, has been opened to com- 
mercial fishing for goldeye under the 
jurisdiction of the National Parks 
Board 

The lake has been fished since June 
1, with an experimental quota of 
250,000 pounds for the June 1-July 
15 seasons. If studies show that the 
lake is being under—or over—fished, 
the quota will be adjusted accord- 
ingly.

Belgian Congo ~has just issued a 
new pictorial set, featuring native 
art in the form of wooden and ivory 
statuettes and ceremonial masks, 
shown above. This adds to the pic- 
torial sets issued by this country, 
which have given philatelists a good 
idea of civilization in equatorial Af- 
rica, 

The Belgian Congo has _ issued 
ftamps since 1886, when stamps fea- 
turing King Leopold II of Belgium 
appeared. The first pictorials were 
issued in 1894, showing scenes im the 
country, natives and animals. More 
views of the country were added on 
Stamps of 1898 and 1915. Then a 
set showing the various native tribal 
types and their industry appeared in 
1623, followed by an animal set in 
1525. 

Explorer Henry Stanley, who did 
much to develop the country, was 
featured on a 1928 set. More native 
types, scenery and animals appearét 
cn @ 1931 set. A mourning stamp 
for Belgium's King Albert appeared 
in 1934, and that game year an anni- 
versary set for 50 years of Belgian 
tule appeared, A set featuring na- 
tional scenic parks and game pre- 
serves in the Congo was issued in 
1933, and in 1941 a set for the King 
/jbert Memorial at Leopoldville. In 
1942 a very fine pictorial was issued 
showing native types and animals.

“Get-Rich-Quick” Ponzi, Swindled 


RIO DE JANEIRO.—Charles (Get 
Rich Quick) Ponzi, the wizard of 
scrambled finance who hoaxed Am- 
ericans out of millions of dollars in 
1920, is now a charity patient in a 
Brazilian hospital. 

Ponzi is 70 or thereabouts (ac- 
counts of his birthdate differ, but 
most agree he was born in Italy in 
1878) and semi-paralyzed. He ‘can- 
not move his left leg or left arm and 
he has a cataract on his right eyc. 
But he recalls with a chuckle the 
days when he had millions. 

Ponzi is not penniless. He receives 
unemployment compensation under 
Brazil’s liberal social security laws 
and has managed to make a living 
teaching English in a modest suburb 
of Rio. 

Ponzi came to Brazil from Italy 
before the Second World War and 
opened the Airline Lati (Linha Aerea 
Transcontinentale Italiana) here. He 
had lived in Italy for several years 
after his deportation from the Unit- 
ed States in 1934.

GRANDMA WAS RIGHT! 


Medical Scientists Have Made a Major 
Discovery Regarding Juvenile Delinquency

WASHINGTON. — Medical scien- 
tists specializing in the study of the 
warped minds of children and adults 
have made a major medical discov- 
ery, a discovery which in the field of 
human relations may have as start- 
ling results as the discovery of nu- 
clear fission in the physical world. 

Grandma, however, will not be sur- 
prised when she hears of the con- 
clusions reached in this 20-year clini- 
cal study made by world-famous psy- 
chiatrists and auto-psychiatrists. 

She will tell you she knew all the 
time that a love-starved baby is 
mentally dull; that if it is not fed af- 
fection aleng t its food it may 


twisicd 


develop a and abnormal 
mind; that such a child may well be- 
come another Hitler. 

Down through the centuries since 
prehistoric days grandmothers be- 
lieved that babies should be nursed 
by their mothers and if a mother was 
unable to perform this duty, then a 
“wet” nurse should be employed. If 
a baby cried it should be taken up 
and cuddled. The baby needed, 
grandma said, affection as much as 
the food it ate. 

With the turn of the century this 
age-old practice of breast feeding and 
coddling of babies began rapidly dis- 
appearing. More and more babies 
were being,.born in hospitals and fed 
with formulas out of bottles at rigid 
intervals. Even babies born at home 
were fed in the same manner and 
weaned as soon as possible. 

Medical researchers blame _ this 
trend in our modern culture to three 
erroneous ideas—that breast feeding 
ruins a woman's figure, coddling 
spoils a child, and an infant should 
be trained to accept a rigid schedule. 

During World:\War I and the in- 
terval of peace which followed, spe- 
cialists assembled a series of aston- 
ishing facts, which became even 
more ‘startling in the light of further 
discoveries made during and follow- 
ing World War II. 


About 40 per cent. of young Am- 
cricans had been rejected by the se- 
lective service boards, because they 
were suffering from some form of 
mental disorder, The social security 
board estimated that there were 
about 8,000,000 neurotic and insane 
people in this country. 

There was no comparable situation 
in this country following the savage- 
ly fought Civil War. If war was not 
the answer, then what was the ex- 
planation ? 

Some of our leading medical au- 
thorities began wondering if the 
widespread discontinuance of breast 
feeding of infants around the turn of 
the century was not one of the main 
causes of juvenile delinquency and 
the emotional crackup of our people. 

If this was true, then here was a 
medical discovery of major impor- 
tance. ‘ 
Oriental Mystery 

Scientists had long puzzled over 
the mental stability of the Chinese. 
What was the explanation of their 
indestructible cheerfulness, their in- 
nate dignity and calmness under the 
most harrowing conditions? 

The combination of civil war and 
world war in China supplied an ex- 
ceptional laboratory in which to 
search for the answer to this Orien- 
tal mystery. 

In 1946 the William Alanson foun- 
dation issued a report giving the re- 
sults of an exhaustive study of the 
Chinese, in which the exceptional 
mental stability of this race is at-

lationship. existing between mother 
and child during the latter’s earliest 
years—a relationshipin which breast 
feeding and coddling plays an impor- 
tant part. 

A striking illustration of the re- 
lationship between mother love and 
the mental stability of the infant in 
later life was found on one of the 
Japanese islands captured during the 
war, which had been under the 
heaviest bombardments of all times. 

The Allied medical staff was amaz- 
ed to find there was not a single 
case of emotional crack-up among 
the inhabitants! 

They were unable to offer any ex- 
planation of the tough mental stabil- 
ity of these people, other than the 
age-old manner in which they had 
raised their children. The children 
born on this island spend their first 
three years very close to their moth- 
er, being breast suckled for this en- 
tire period. 


As a striking contrast, there is the 
classic experiment conducted by Em- 
peror Frederick II in the 15th cen- 
tury. 

Wishing to develop a race of tough 
warriors devoid of all human emo- 
tions, he directed that a group of in- 
fants be raised in an institution by 
scientists, who were to see that they 
were properly fed and lived under 
the best sanitary conditions. 

The one absolute condition was 
that these infants should be isolated 
and raised without the slightest dis- 
play of emotion or affection. 

According to old records the ex- 
periment ended when every single 
child died. Auto-psychiatrists today 
believe that they. starved to death 
because of the complete absence of 
affection. 

Crime Against Nature? 

In 1942 a group of leading physi- 
cians in Detroit, known as Cornel- 
ians, started the crusade to revive 
the unfashionable belief that babies 
should be breast fed and coddled by 
their mothers. 

The name of this group, of which 
psychiatrist Max Wolfe is president; 
comes from Cornelia, the Roman 
mother of the Gracchi, who proudly 
followed the age-old maternal cus- 
tom of nursing her babies in public. 

Cornelians hold that the hospital 
practice of separating a baby from 
its mother is a crime against nature, 
resulting in emotional maladjustment 
of the child. 

A mumber of the leading hospitals 
in the country have adopted the 
Cornelian plan, allowing infants to 
nurse sometimes as often as 22 times 
a day. It is said that no hospital 
that ever adopted the Cornelian plan 
has ever later abandoned it.+ 

,Cornelians point to a study made 
by Dr. Leo Kanner, head of the chil- 
dren’s psychiatric clinic -at Johns 
Hopkins. The parents seemed to be 
just the kind of people who, birth- 
controllers say, ought to have more 
children. : 


Class In Lace 
Making Started 
Many Years Ago 


VICTORIA—An attractive and un- 
usual kind of “fancywork” has been 
produced by women in the Comox 
district of Vancouver Island for many 
years. It is “bobbin lace”, made from 
patterns and linen thread similar to 
that which has been used by genera- 
tion after generation of the cottage 
lace-makers, of Buckinghamshire and 
Nottinghamshire in England. 

Some thirty years ago a lady who 
had spent some time on the Conti- 
nent in Brussels, France and Eng- 
land, took up lace-making as a hobby 
and brought materials with her to 
her Denman Island home. Here, 
finding other women interested, she 
started a class of lace-making. Some 
fourteen attended her first class and 
a number of these original pupils are 
now teaching the art to others. 

The “Lace Club”, as it is called, 
has been in existence all these years, 
and still holds a monthly meeting at 
the home of one or other of its mem- 
bers. Each member brings her equip- 
ment to these meetings and with the 
help of the more proficient members, 
patterns are set up and beginners 
are shown how to make lace, 

During the war years the difficulty 


| was to obtain equipment, as the bob- 


bins, linen thread, etc., had always 
been obtained from England. This 
limited the number of new members 
for the time being but materials ar- 
rived from the Old Country recently 
and now others anxious to start will 
be able to do so,

The fathers were scientists, engi- 
neers, college professors, artists and 
clergymen. All but five of the moth- 
ers had gone to college, and after 
marriage a majority of them were 
active as scientists, laboratory tech- 
nicians, physicians, nurses, librarians, 
artists.

“early infantile autism”’—a diaper- 
age form of mental disease. called 
schizophrenia (split personality), 
which may develop before a child is 
a year old. 

Find Reasons 

Dr. Kanner then took a hard look 
at their parents. He found that im- 
pulsive affection was almost com- 
pletely absent from all of these 
homes. He saw only one mother hug 
her child warmly and bring her face 
close to his. The busy fathers were 
interested only in their own affairs 
and hardly knew their children. 

The parents wanted to do the right 
thing but they were actually freezing 
their children in schizophrenia. Their 
idea of the right thing was, says Dr. 
Kanner, “the mechanized service of 
an over-conscientious gasoline sta- 
tion attendant. The children were 
kept neatly in a refrigerator which 
didn’t defost.” 

Dr. Kanner reported having never

Value Of Hay 
Mulch In 
Soil Moisture 


The value of a hay mulch in the 
conservation of soil moisture is 
shown in thé results of soil moisture 
studies conducted in 1947 by the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, Saan- 
ichton, 

In a test with 30-year-old Bartlett 
pear trees, a hay mulch was laid 
down to a depth of approximately 
eight inches in 1941 and was main- 
tained annually, Over the period 
June-September the average increase 
in soil moisture of the mulched soil 
over that of cléan, cultivated soil at 
the 6-inch and at the 12-inch levels, 
was 16 per cent. and 25 per cent., 
respectively 

The effects of the mulch were 
Shown in the terminal growth, yield 
and alternate bearing habit of the 
trees. The average terminal growth 
produced in 1947 was 7.75 inches per 
tree for the mulched treatment and 
3.75 inches per tree for the clean 
cultivation treatment. While the un- 
mulched trees produced yields char- 
acteristic of their off years, the 
mulched trees produced yields com- 
parable to those of their bearing 
years, Taking the average yields of 
the last two years, the mulched trees 
produced 493.0 pounds of fruit per 
tree, while the unmulched trees pro- 
duced 299.5 pounds per tree. Records 
over the past six years support this 
data. These beneficial effects of the 
mulch were presumably due, at least 
in part, to the retention of soil mois- 
ture. 

While the beneficial effects of the 
hay mulch appear ta be. considerable, 
this practice would be profitable only 
where waste or low-grade hay is 


available at low cost. 


Fliers Relieved When 
Nine-Day Trek Ended 


FORT FAIRFIELD, Me. — Two 
amateur fliers whose plane crashed 
after becoming lost in fog laughed 
and joked as they told how they 
walked nine days through the Cana- 
dian wilderness to safety. 

William Brewster, 35, of Fort Fair- 
field, a nephew of Sen. Owen Brews- 
ter, Republican, Maine, and Roy 
Mangels, 31, of Auburn, were un- 
harmed but near collapse from hun- 
ger and fatigue when they stumbled 
into a New Brunswick lumber camp. 

The men, both construction work- 
ers at the air force’s new Limestone 
base, had lived on ferns and frogs 
legs for the first half of their trek. 
Later ‘they found a trapper’s food 
cache that yielded them three cans 
of sardines and two pancake mix 
packages. 

They had enough flour left for “one 
small pancake” when they reached 
the camp. 

Their return ended a search by the 
air force which had flown daily mis- 
sions oyer the Maine wilderness since 
the men were reported missing five 
days after they took off from Fort 
Fairfield for Decter in their light 
plane. 

The fliers became lost in fog and 
strong winds that forced their plane 
far to the east over the Canadian 
province where they crashed, Having 
suffered only bruises and scratches 
in the crash, they decided to try to 
walk home. 

Not realizing they had crossed the 
Canadian border, they started east, 
hoping to reach a north-south high- 
way. When they found Canadian 
labels on-the trapper’s food, however, 
they realized their mistake and turn- 
ed westward toward Maine. 

They built crude bough shelters for 
each night’s camp, and struggled 
through the underbrush during the 
day, taking time out to pick ferns 
and catch frogs. 

“We got awfully hungry”, said 
Brewster, “It was lucky we had 
plenty of matches and good, strong 
boots.” 

They finally reached the Gull 
Quack river and followed it down to 
lumber camp, 10 miles east of Plaster 
Rock, N.B. After they ate and rest- 
ed, camp officials drove them to the 
international border at Perth, N.B., 
two miles from here. 

They had informed relatives of 
their safety by telephone, and Brews- 
ter’s wife was at the customs station 
to meet them. 

Neither of the men could estimate 
where their plane crashed or how far 
they had walked, 

“It was mighty far,’’ said Mangels.

Farm Population 
Drops In The U.S. 


WASHINGTON.—Nearly 1,000,000 
persons left cities, towns and villages 
in the United States last year to set- 
tle on farms, but more than 1,500,- 
000 moved away from farms. into 
cities, towns and villages. 

The January 1 farm _ population 
was estimated by the Department of 
Agriculture at 27,440,000. That was 
110,000 fewer than the estimate for 
January 1, 1947, when a peak of 27,- 
550,000 was recorded after a two- 
year rise from 25,190,000 at the out- 
set of 1945. 

The 1947 decline in farm popula- 
tion was modified by the fact that 
births exceeded deaths in that group 
by nearly 500,000, the largest annual 
increase from that cause since 1925.

OTTAWA, — The government is 
Studying an application by the Nova 
Scotia government to move an entire 
cutlery industry from Germany to 
that province, 

A hint of the negotiations was 
in Halifax by Nova Scotia's 
Industry Minister Connolly. He said 
in a speech that the wholesale trans- 
fer is being considered and that offi- 
cials of this department will go to 
Germany soon to bring technical ad- 
visers to the province. 

A former naval base at Shelburne, 
N.S., is the proposed site. About 30 
skilled Germans would get the plant 
started; some 200 Nova Scotians 
would be employed later. 

The 30 technicians are displaced 
persons whose families would come 
to Canada under the plan. No ma- 
chinery could be brought from Ger- 
many, so it would have. to be provid- 
ed from other sources,

R. G. Habkirk 
Wins Law Suit 


In a decision handed down 
by Mr. Justice Shepherd, R. G. 
Habkirk of Olds learned that he 
had succeeded in his action against 
James A, McOreight and the Arling- 
ton Hotel of Red. Deer. 

A suit against Harry P, Ellis was 
at the same time dismissed without 


costs. 

The legal action arose out of an 
accident in which Mr. Habkirk was 
involved in the Arlington Hotel in 
Red Deer on the early morning of 
June 19th, 1946.. Mr. Habkirk based 
his claim for damages on the fact 
that he argued that the notel was 
negligent in tht it hd left an un 
lighted cellar door way. 

This doorway adjoined a door 
leading to a room occupied in the 
hotel by Mr, Habkirk. 

In the darkness, Mr, Habkirk 
mistakenly entered the wrong door- 
way and fell down the cellar steps 
and suffered severe injuries. 

The case was tried before Mr. 
Justice Shepherd in Red Deer on 
June 24th and 25th and 14 week 
he revealed his findings. He found 
in favor of the plaintiff and award- 
ed $6,437.39 and cosis to Mr, Hab- 
kirk.
